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Supporters of a regionalised national competition are mo- 
bilising their forces as the sixth Philips League season ap- 


proaches its end. 


And this time, the regionalisation issue may go all the way to 
the Australian Soccer Federation annual meeting. 


State League clubs which support the 
concept of regionalisation are beginning to 
realise that they have the power to make 
regionalisation happen. 

State Leagues are the most influential 
forces in the various State Federations. If 
they succeed in getting the numbers within 
their own federations, then State delegates 
would go to the ASF with the direction to 
vote for the end of the PSL as it is, and the 
introduction of a regionalised national com- 
petition. 

Most who favor the plan would opt for a 
- southern and a northern region, each of 14 
or 16 clubs,-and an end-of-year national 
play-off.series to determine the national 
champion. 

If the push comes through the official 
channels — from the clubs through their 
State Federations, to the ASF — the re- 
gionalisation move just may work. 

There is nothing to stop the ASF from 
voting to implement the regions. The PSL 
could do nothing about it, for it does not yet 
have a voice on the ASF. 

Big clubs like Sydney City, South Mel- 
bourne Hellas, St. George, Marconi and 
APIA are strongly in favor of leaving the 


However, smaller clubs may think differ- 
ently — in fact, Brisbane Lions last week 
advocated scrapping the PSL. 

Club director Hans Strick talked about 
forming a super league in every State. 

“I’ve been talking about the issue with 
the directors of the country’s biggest clubs 
and if soccer is to survive here, I think the 
proposal must be accepted by all States,” 
he said. 

““Every weekend supporters have to de- 
cide whether they want to watch a PSL 
match or a local match and the code is suf- 
fering. 

“I'm proposing a regional State League 
format at the beginning of the season to be 
followed by a post-season national knock- 
out competition, like the Philips Cup, in- 
volving the top teams from each State.” 


That alternative would suit Queensland 
more than it would suit other States, for air 
fares would remain high for the Queensland 
clubs even if they were included in a region 
with only NSW clubs. 

But we’ll discuss the other alternatives 
later. 

First, let’s analyse further the chances of

It depends on who supports it. 

In NSW, Croatia twice has been refused 
admission to the PSL despite twice winning 
the State League championship. Croatia 
would support regionalisation. So too would 
Blacktown which wants to get back into a 
higher standard of soccer. Melita Eagles 
have the ambition and the support to do well 
at a higher level, so they too would support 
the move, while clubs with less support — 
clubs like Manly, Riverwood and Suther- 
land — surely would support it because they 
know that their only hope of advancement is 
through automatic promotion, and automat- 
ic promotion would have to apply in a re- 
gionalised competition, providing the pro- 
moted clubs have the right ground facil- 
ities. 

Victoria similarly has enough clubs with 
ambition to support the move. Ajax is 
headed for its second successive 
championship and has been breaking its 
neck trying to be promoted. Croatia and Ju- 
ventus believe they can get back their sup- 
porters only by playing at a higher level.

Peter Dickson should stand out as a star,

First and foremost, 
rigid standards would have 
to be set for clubs applying 
for membership of the re- 
gional competition — and 
I’m talking of two regions, 
north and south, of 16 clubs 
each. 

The clubs would have to 
meet high standards in re- 
lation to ground facilities 
in particular. 

Such standards would 
force many clubs that have 
been around for 20 years or 
more finally to get off 
their behinds and offer 
their fans a little comfort 
at the grounds. 

A regionalised com- 
petitions would have to be 
open to automatic promo- 
tion from the State Lea- 
pues. The two bottom 
teams would have to be re- 
legated, no matter what, 
and their places should be 
taken by the champion of 
the league lower down. If 
however, the champion 
cannot meet the rigid en- 
trance requirements, then 
the nod should go to the 
second, or third, or even 
fourth-placed club. 

Maintenance of stan- 
dards is ultra important, 
for we cannot afford to 
lose what we have gained 
through the Philips Lea- 
gue. The PSL has set new 
standards in spectator fa- 
cilities, professionalism 
and play. 

For all that, we must be 
thankful, but I’m afraid 
the league as it is in future 
will prove to be too ex- 
pensive to run and will not 
get the required crowd 
support.

and gained two international representative 
honors. 


Dickson joined Albion Rovers from Bailliston Juniors in 
1972 and rapidly earned a reputation as a free-scoring 
inside forward, despite playing for a poor team. 

22 goals from 36 games during the 1974-75 season 
brought a flock of scouts to Coatbridge and there was 
much speculation about who would obtain his signature. 

It was a major surprise therefore when Dickson joined 
the perpetually mediocre Queen of the South for a fee 
reported to be in the vicinity of $20,000. 

Although playing in the backwaters of Caledonian foot- 
ball, the Doonhamers’ striker gained international recog- 
nition, wearing his country’s dark blue jersey twice 
within seven days of March, 1976. 

A game for the Scottish League selection against its 
English counterparts was followed by a substitute’s ap- 
pearance opposing Holland in a European under 23 
championship encounter. 

During the latter match Dickson’s team mates includ- 
ed Alan Rough, Frank Gray, Willie Miller, Des Bremner 
and Joe Jordan, while Holland boasted Harry Lubse and 
Dick Nunninga, both of whom received World Cup run- 
nersup medals two years later. 

Dickson though had to be content with soccer of a far 
more modest nature with his club. Living and working in 
Glasgow as a telephone engineer, countless hours were 
spent travelling to Dumfries to play and train. 

Earlier in his career a specialist goal poacher, he lat- 
terly has played deeper, often at full back. The Ajax re- 
cruit has over 300 Scottish League appearances and a cen- 
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leading to a national play- 
off series, are the best 
solution for a large coun- 
try, where travelling costs 
are high. 

In addition, regional 
leagues would generate 
more money for the clubs 
because of bigger gates 
gained through games be- 
tween local clubs. 

But in admitting extra 
local clubs, it’s important 
that we select only the best 
and most progressive. I've 
been back in the NSW 
State League with Black- 
town for a year, and I’ve 
been appalled by some of 
the things I’ve seen — 
cricket pitches in the 
middle of a ground, ab- 
sence of toilets, flooded 
dressing rooms, and dres- 
sing rooms without win- 
dows.

Sydney City’s success so 
often is ascribed to its 
financial riches, and its 
willingness to throw 
money around. In fact, it’s 
been said that Sydney City 
has been buying 
championships rather than 
earning them. 

And yet Sydney City has 
brought less players over 
the pst five years than 
perhaps 80 per cent of the 
other PSL clubs. 

Sydney City has, how- 
ever, been shrewd enough 
to pick only the best. In- 
stead of buying seven or 
eight or 18 a year, City 
buys one of superior quali- 
ty — Ken Boden, Agenor 
Muniz, John Kosmina, 
David Mitchell in succes- 
sive years. 

It shows what excellent 
investors the Sydney City’ 
bosses are. 


South Melbourne Hellas, 
for example, has spent 
probably 10 times as much 
over the same period, 
without getting a return in 
terms of success. 


Sydney City’s strength is 
the strength of one man in 
particular, Andrew Lede- 
rer. 

Irrespective of how 
people take him, he has 
done incredible things for 
his club. 


He has a super business 
brain, and he demands that 
players at his club are 
treated with respect and 
as professionals. 


It is not all a matter of 
having money. It is a 
matter of knowing how to 


’ achieve, and no-one knows. 





it better than Andrew 
Lederer. 

Stability is another 
strength of Sydney City. 
Lederer himself has been 
with the club about 15 
years. Harry Lakmaker 
has been there about the 
same length of time. 
Coaches do not come and 
go at Sydney City with the 
same regularity as at 
other clubs. No. Gerry 
Chaldi, for example, was 
there about three years, so 
was Dave Maclaren and 
now Eddie Thomson is in 
his third year. 

While lederer repre- 
sents the power of the 
throne, Thomson is the 
leader of the army — the 
general who wins all 
battles because he is a 
better general than most. 

The same can be said of 
St George, where Alex 
Pongrass and Frank Arok 
are the equivalents of 
Pongrass and Thomson. 

Arok bought up big for 
Saints’ return to the PSL, 
but he bought well. He in- 
vested wisely. He had the 
guts to stick his neck out 
and to back his judgement, 
and he had the character 
and personality to con- 
vince the club to cough up 
the cash. 

Whereas St George and 
Sydney City always show a 
return on their in- 
vestment, so many other 
clubs simply throw their 
money down the toilet. 

St George and Sydney 
City deserve their success. 
Let’s give them credit.

region, as was proposed two years ago. 

But why regionalisation? What’s wrong with the PSL 
as it 1s? 

I have never believed that the PSL format is appro- 
priate to Australian conditions. 

Not only is the country too large and the travelling 
costs too high, but we do not have enough clubs with 
enough spectators to sustain such a league. 

The strength of Australian soccer is in its numbers. We 
bave clubs galore and players galore, but we do not have 
an abundance of spectators. 

Yet in cutting the PSL off from the mainstream of 
soccer as we did in 1977, we also cut ourselves off from 
soccer’s strength. The supporters of all those clubs all 
over the country do not feel part of the national league 
because it is so structured that they cannot aspire to it. 

More important however, is the financial dilemma 
faced by the PSL’s member clubs. 

They cashed in on the league’s novelty value for a few 
seasons but now all they have is their own hard-core sup- 
porters, and even they are dwindling. 

The biggest problem is that matches between clubs 
from different States draw only the home team’s suppor- 
ters. In the case of Brisbane and Adelaide clubs, they can 
look forward only to one local derby each per season. The 
Brisbane clubs may draw an average of about 1200 people 
to their home games. That means they make between 
$5000 and $6000 at the gate every two weeks, barely 
enough to cover their wage bill over that period. 

Such are the problems of the PSL that Heidelberg 
started the season with an overdraft of about $140,000. 
Canberra was on the verge of collapse before it merged 
with Downer Olympic. Newcastle is reported to have bor- 
rowed a large amount of money from the PSL to over- 
come financial worries. 

Even the gate-takings of that traditionally well-suppor- 
ted club, South Melbourne Hellas, have plummeted this 

ear. 
4 There have been gains in Sydney where St. George and 
APIA have been attracting more people, but losses 
certainly outweigh gains across the board. 

Travelling costs are increasing, and the league still 
does not have a sponsor to replace Philips Industries who 
are pulling out at the end of this season. That means the 
affiliation fee of each PSL club next season could jump to 
as much as $30,000. 

Regionalisation would solve most of those problems. 

The saving in travelling costs is obvious. 

Another advantage would be increased gate income. It 
stands to reason that if, for example, Ajax, Morwell Fal- 
cons, Juventus and Croatia are added to the southern re- 
gion, then the existing PSL clubs in Melbourne would id get 
more money from games against them than co 
against the two Brisbane clubs, Canberra and ellen: 

ong. 
: The reason, quite simply, is that Ajax, Morwell, Ju- 
ventus and Croatia would bring their own fans with them. 


ed in each region. This does not mean that the present 
PSL bosses would lose control. Rather, they would be 
better placed than anyone to have themselves elected 
onto the new management committee. 

The regional competitions, unlike the PSL, would thus 
have voting power on the ASF, because they would be 
part of the federation structure. 

A resturcting of leagues below the regional divisions 
probably would be part of the change, and in that rest- 
ructuring, the most progressive clubs from minor divi- 
sions would be granted the higher status they deserve. 
Dead wood would be replaced by new wood. 

The mere fact that regionalisation would involve the 
promotion of 16 clubs throughout Australia would guaran- 
tee additional media coverage, partly because the media 
have shown themselves interested mainly in clubs within 
their own circulation area. Melbourne clubs get virtually 
no coverage in the Sydney papers, and vice-versa. 

Competitiveness would be maximised throughout all 
leagues. Because relegation would be automatic, there 
would be no complacency at the bottom. As it is at the 
moment, almost half the PSL clubs never would be re- 
legated. The fight for the top would be even keener than it 
is now. The prizes at stake would be not only the regional 
championship, but also advancement into the national 
play-off series. 


Clubs in the leagues lower down would have as their 
aim, promotion to the national competition, providing 
they have the right ground facilities. This requirement 
should prompt the ambitious clubs to make sure their 
grounds are up to scratch. 

In short, all clubs in all leagues would feel part of such 
a regional competition. Only in such an atmosphere can 
we hope to have at least some cross-over of fans when 
their own particular club is not playing. 

Although I have been advocating a southern and north- 
ern set-up, this could have drawbacks for some clubs. 

As I said earlier, the Brisbane representative still 
would be faced by high travel costs, Wollongong, New- 
castle and Canberra also would have to travel every week 
and would not make the financial gains of clubs in major 
cities. 

League sudsidies could be considered, I suppose. 

On the other hand, as far as Queensiand is concerned, it 
could, if necessary, play its own State League, indepen- 
dent of the regions, and its State League champion could! 
join the two regional winners for the first round of the: 
national play-offs. 

Newcastle could perhaps be granted a second berth in 
the northern region but unfortunatley, there appears to 
be no solution to the dilemma of Wollongong and 
Canberra. They would have to like it or lump it. 

A loose breakdown of the southern and northern 
regions would be: SOUTHERN: Eight clubs from Mel- 
bourne, four from South Australia, one or perhaps two 
from Tasmania, one from Geelong and perhaps one other 
Victorian country centre, one from a South Australian 
centre like Whyalla. 

NORTHERN REGION: Eight from Sydney, two from 
Newcastle, four from Brisbane, one each from Canberra 
Wollongong.

Three months ago 
South Melbourne 
Hellas right back 
Gerry Bennett was 
training with Adams- 
town-Rosebud _ in 
Newcastie and the 
glamor of the PSL 
must have seemed 
like a million miles 
away. 


Bennett and fellow  Liver- 
, Puditan, Billy Morrey, had 
. grabbed the chance of a good 
job in Newcastle and left reig- 
Ming Victorian State League 
champion Green Gully Ajax 
last January to head for the 
dollar further north. 

“YT soon found out how im- 
portant football was to me,” 
Said Bennett. 

“There's more to life than 
working six days a week. The 
Standard of football wasn’t the 
best and I stopped training 
with Adamstown-Rosebud. 

“I came back to Gully and 
sat on the bench for a couple of 
games. It didn’t bother me, 
after all you couldn’t expect to 
come back to a side like that 
and immediately slot it.”’ 

Bennett didn’t take long to 
grab his place back in Green 
Gully Ajax’s starting line-up 
and when Hellas approached 
the reigning champion wanting 
to sign the 27 year old defender 
he jumped at the chance to 
move to a higher league 

Hellas is rumored to have 
approached Ajax before Ben- 
nett and Morrey left to work in 
Newcastle. With Bennett 
working up north and doubt 


about when he would return, . 


Hellas then zeroed in on anoth- 
er Ajax fullback, big Peter 
Lewis but the aggressive, at- 
tacking defender wouldn’t 
move. Lewis had struck up a 
happy medium between his 
role as a player at Ajax and as 
a family man. Gallavanting 
around Australia with Hellas 
wasn’t to his liking. When Ben- 
nett returned Hellas tried 
again and succeeded, At last it 
had solved the problem 
created at right back when 
Vince Bannon left Hellas earl- 
ier this year to join Juventus in 
the State League and Bennett 
had fulfilled one of his ambi- 
tions — to play PSL soccer. 


Australia’s been good to 
Gerry Bennett. Here he's 
found his football niche but he 
came close to making it as a 
full time professional with 
English First Division giant 
Everton. 

Bennett was born in the 
Croxteth area of Liverpool and 
his first senior club was 
Formby in the Cheshire Lea- 
gue. He started as a 16 year old 
midfielder and didn’t take long 
to attract the attention of 
Harry Cook, one of Everton's 
scouts. 

He joined Everton as an 
amateur and after six months 
was given $500 to sign as an ap- 
prentice. That was the start of 
a two year stay with ‘‘The Tof- 
feemen’’. 


_ Apart from his daily train- 
ing routine, broken one day a 
week by a supervision course 
in Civil Engineering, Bennett 
and his fellow apprentices took 
care of the kit for the first 
team, washing and. drying off 
shorts, socks and training 
tops. 
Bennett completed his engi- 
neering course but never com- 
pleted his advancement into 
full time professional duties at 
Everton. 

“I got a lot sharper there, 
my overall fitness increased 
and my outlook on football im- 
proved,”’ he said. 

“It’s very competitive 
there. Clubs like Everton want 
instant success. Some players 
take longer than others to de-

‘“‘When Everton no longer 
wanted me | went back to the 
Cheshire League and joined 
Burscough.” 

During Bennett’s year at 
Burscough he also played with 
Lobster FC in a Sunday Cup. 
Former Slavia, Frankston 
City, Prahran and current 
Kew City Celtic star David 
Webb played a couple of 
games for Lobster at that 
time. 

Lobster won the national 
cup, the first time a side from 
Liverpool achieved that honor. 

It was round about this time 
that Bennett watched, slightly 
perplexed, one of the funniest 
incidents he's seen on a foot- 
ball field. 

“‘A bloke called Larry Cray 
was playing for Prestcott 
Town against Dunlops. The 
referee was Jim Smith. Any- 
way, Dunlops had a -player 
called Tony McLaughlin and 
for some reason he decided to 
take a swipe at Larry Cray. 
The ref was standing right 
next to Cray who ducked and 
McLaughlin’s punch landed 
fair and square on the ref’s 
jaw. He was knocked out cold 
for about five minutes!”’ 

Bennett's sense of the ridi- 
culous was heightened by his 
first game for Ajax back in 
1980. Former Ajax player 
Steve Bennie had been in Liv- 
erpool on holiday and talked 
Bennett and Morrey into 
coming to Australia but Ben- 
nett’s debut wasn’t particular- 
ly enjoyable. 

“I was sent off in my first 
match. 

“It was absolutely ridicu- 
lous. Me and my opponent 
went for the ball and clashed 
and the ref sent us both off. 

“To be honest I think that 
there’s a lot of fickle refs in 
State League. There are a 
handful of refs I respect, guys 
like Chris Bambridge and Bob 
Henderson but there are quite

Bennett had switched from 
midfield to right back at Bur- 
scough but when he joined 
Ajax, manager-coach Bobby 
McLachlan used him in mid- 
field. 

- “My strengths were my sta- 
mina and work rate and at the 
time I had to do a hell of a lot 
of hard work 

“I don’t want to sound dis- 
respectful to the other mid- 
fielders at Ajax then but I 
think I lost about six fluid 
pounds in one game,”’ 

Bennett immediately was 
impressed by Ajax’s set-up. 
The club boasted magnificent 
social rooms and an excellent 
pitch, one of the best in the 
State. And Bennett heard that 
the club had big plans, plans 
which reached fruition last 
year when it won the 
championship, Ampol and 
Dockerty Cups. It was the 
highlight of Bennett's stay at 
Ajax. 

“The spirit of the players at 
Ajax was high. We had a good 
blend of personalities. I'm a 
fairly quiet sort of bloke but 
we had great characters last 
year like Gus Macleod, Peter 
Lewis, Alan Bennett, Billy 
Morrey and Jim Williams. The 
dressing room banter was 
magic. And wee Bobby 
(McLachlan) was good too. 

“I always: had a good under- 
standing with Bobby, We had 
our altercations. We didn't 
always see eye-to-eye on 
certain aspects of a game but 
I've got nothing but respect for 
the man. His heart and soul’s 
in football. 

“Bobby’s a smart fella. He's 
brilliant at public relations 
and he seems to know every- 
one in the game. 

“There was a bit of rubbish 
spoken about John Gardiner 
being the real coach, not 
Bobby. Sure, John took ses- 
sions last year but so did 
Bobby. The way I saw things 
they had a great relationship 
and the proof of the pudding is 


in the eating. Look at what we 
won last year. 

“T really like the people at 
Gully. I’ve got no complaints 
about the way I was treated. 
The only thing that bothered 
me was the travelling from 
Springvale to our ground in St 
Albans."’ 

McLachlan long espoused 
the virtues of Bennett to 
journalists. He was using the 


‘Englishman at left back but 


constantly claimed that the 
soccer public would see an 
even better player at right 
back. So far there are few 
Hellas supporters who would 
disagree. 

‘John Margaritis was 
coaching us for the first three 
weeks I was at Hellas then 
Tommy Docherty took over. 

“What can I say about John 
Margaritis? I wasn't coached 
by him long enough to form an 
opinion really. 

‘When I first heard that 
Tommy Docherty was taking 
over I was pleased because I 
thought that it would be a 
great experience for me to be 
coached by a man who has 
achieved so much in football. 

“And I enjoy training under 
him. Everything he does is 
fundamental to the game.”’ 

Within a few weeks Bennet 
had gone from State League to 
the glamor of the PSL. He was 
selected as man-of-the-match 
on channel! 0/28’s PSL: Match 
of the Day show. Bennett had 
played a big part in Hellas’ 
home win over Footscray 
J.U.S.T.. 

“Look, I don’t want this to 
sound like false modesty but 
honestly it was a total surp- 
rise. A lot of players in the side 
played a hell of a lot better 
than me that day. 

“I don’t take a lot of notice 
of the media. Playing foot- 
ball’s what counts. I’m too 
busy trying to establish myself 
in the PSL to worry about the 
glamor bit.

I wish the recent argu- 
ment about the pros and 
cons of having Brazilian 
coaches here had taken a 
different turn: the ques- 
tion is good coaches, 





trainers and teachers, 
not where they come 
from. 






We are one of the very 
few remaining countries 
in the world where any 
idiot can launch himself 
on a coaching career 
without proper prepara- 
tion, education and qual- 
ification. 


Even many of our 
senior teams, let alone 
the thousands of juniors, 
are often in the hands of 
ill-equipped charlatans 
whose only excuse for 
their shortcomings is 
that ‘‘they love the 
game” or “used to be 
good players’’. 





This is the area where 
neither the Australian 
Soccer Federation nor 
the states, not aven our 
FS aeelel: | Me Pll aslet de] met | 
coaching, Eric Worth- 
ington have grasped the 
gravity of the situation. 





lf we are being left 
behind in world soccer, 
this is one of the main 
reasons: the majority of 
our coaches are coaches 
only in name. 






I think this is the prob~- 
lem we have to solve 
sooner or later rather 
than cast envious eyes 
towards Rio and hope 
that a few Brazilian 
coaches could quickly 
eliminate our backlog we 
have built up through 
years of neglect.

Levels of understanding of the game of soccer can very 
often lead to confusion which in turn results in individuals 
criticising each other over statements made concerning 


the game. 


Former Socceroo Jack Reilly recently 
wrote an article rebuking the sudden jump on 
the bandwagon which suggested flooding Aust- 
ralia with Brazilian coaches. 


Jack made reference to Brazil’s lack of 
coaching costing it a rightful place in the 
World Cup Final. Perhaps his choice of words 
was Inappropriate in the circumstances, but I 
understand what he was referring to. 


Brazil. was superb when in possession, par- 
ticularly in the opponent's half but lacked dis- 
cipline in its own half when the opponents 
were in possession. 

This problem only really presented itself in 
pe eee against Italy, and Brazil did not cope 
with it. 


This is the area to which Jack was referring 
as Brazil failed to pressure the man on the 
ball. As a result Italy rarely gave the ball 
away and Brazil duly was punished. 

Players must be prepared to win the ball 
back from opponents and must spend time 
working on the correct way to apply pressure 
and to also distinguish between pressurising 
the bal] and winning the ball. It is one thing to 
have superb skills on the ball but the team 
game requires players to work to get it back. 

Coming back to the Australian scene, and 
remembering that everything is relative, I 
saw an example of the above at Connor Re- 
serve recently when Preston Makedonia 
played host to Marconi. 

It is a long time since I saw a team of strol- 
ling ‘Prima Donnas’ such as the one paraded 
by Marconi on that day. 

With the exception of Ian Hunter, Paul Deg- 
ney, Vic Bozanic and Steve Calderon, the rest 
of the players went through the motions. 

Preston attackers must have thought all 
their birthdays had come at once as Marconi 
failed to close players down, particularly in 
central attacking positions. 

On the occasions when Marconi full backs 
Bozanic or Degney pushed forward and Mar- 
coni lost possession, the remaining players 
knew little or nothing about delaying the en- 
suing Preston Makedonia attack. 

Marconi’s attempts at attack were slow and 
laborious build-ups, with Maher to Prskalo, to 
Vieri to Henderson square to Prskalo, back 
inside to Vieli... 

Meanwhile Preston had plenty of players 
goalside of the ball and Hunter was puffing 
like a steam train after performing half a 


dozen runs up front. Unfortunately his runs

The third in particular showed up Hender- 
son’s ball watching tendency. He still bas not 
learned and Preston certainly took advantage 
of it, and Prskaio’s inability to pressurise 
players on the ball. 

When I saw the line-ups before the game 1 
thought young Preston fullback Con Opasinas 
would be in for a torrid time from Hilton 
Silva. The winger was to ineffective however 
that Opasinas found time to larly push 
forward and play a vital part in Preston's 
build-ups. 

Why Mark Jankovics played a role which 
saw him spend most of his time in his own half 
or wide on the right near the halfway line, is 
beyond me.

Only a misfortune of cataclysmic propor- 
tions could now stop the Blues from grabbing 
yet another PSL championship title.

Three main factors influenced the outcome. 

e@ Jim Cant managed to blot the Saints’ 
maestro, Dez Marton, out of the game from 
the word go 

@ David Skeen failed dismally to do the 
sume to Hakoah wizard Joe Watson, who was 
back on the wing and wreaking havoc 
throughout, and 

e@ The Hakoah defence put the “muscle” 
on the Saints’ attack from the start, com- 
pletely knocking them off balance. 

A sample of things to come occurred in the 
first four minutes, when Steve O'Connor de- 
livered a bone-crunching, elbows-and-sll, 
tackle on Peter Stone, leaving the latter stun- 
ned and dazed. 

Just a minute or so before, young Socceroo 
goalie Glenn Ahearn met the first challenge 
from a Saint's striker head-on, and he unce- 
remoniously upending a surprised Ted Mac- 
Dougall. 

That, | suppose, was his answer to Frank 
Arok’s rather rash midweek prediction about 
the youngster’s possible inability to handle 
the pressure of his first PSL test.

Out of all this chaos Davies didn't evan 
award a yellow card to the offenders, when in 
fact at least two of them should have been 
sent off.

By the time Murray Barnes, making a trium- 
phant return after a week's suspension, 
scored what turned out to be the winning goal 
in the 13th minute with a glancing, clever 
header following good interplay by Cant and 
Watson, Hakoah looked winners of the match 
and championship.
